The eoutitatian ordains that the §ii(-- 
oeMfal OMididate f or the presidency of 
the repahUo must have the highest nnm- 
her of votee above all other candidateM. 
M. Cadmir-Perier yeaterdttr had 451 
oat of 868. There were 877 members 
present, but 84 abstained from voting. 

The oooness was called to order in the 
Mlaoe of Versailles by M. Challemel 
Laooor at 1:10 p. m. At least five min- 
utes elapsed uter the formal cM to 
order before there was saffloient ({uiet 
to enable the presiding officer to bt* 
heard. When finally the assembly bc- 
oame orderly M. Challemel-Laoonr an- 
nonnoed the tragic death of M. Camot, 
and declared the congross open for the 
pnrpose of electing hi.s successor. 

Scarcely had the prcs^idont ceased 
speaking when M. Micln lin, socialist, 
itprang to bis feet and shoute<l: "I de- 
mand the eoppreesion of tlie presidency 
of the republic," 

A tumultuous st^nc ensued, the up- 
roar being so great that the president 
could not make himself heard. The 
socialists Sfi-ined to lx> the stronger 
Innged, and their cries of "Vive revolu- 
tion" o^uld be heard all over the hall. 

M. Debiiudry D'Asson projKised a re- 
vision of the constitution, but they were 
quickly silenced by the president. Lots 
were thou cast for a ballot, the ob.ioct 
being to see >vhich letter tlie ballot 
should begin with. The letter "L" was 
drawn, and the name of AI. Labarthe. 
Moderate Republican, was the first 
called. In accordance with the cu.^^tom. 
M. Labarthe ascended the rostrum, and, 
being recognized by the s<Tutat-nr, placed 
his ticket in the great urn wliich .serves 
as a ballot-lxjx, and descended and re- 
turned to his seat. 

The senators and deputies, whose 
names were snbaequently called, went 
through the sami^ ceremony. The vot- 
ing proceeded monotonously in this 
way. At 1:56 p. m. the letter "R" w \s 
reached. As there are no formal nomi- 
nations or speeches to indicate the pref- 
erence of tne voters, it was impossible 
to form any accurate idea of the voting. 
The names of tlie candidates were vrrit- 
ten on small bits of paper, which were 
folded and deposited in the am. 

Aboat 9 o'clock a small panic occurred 
in tiie lobbies, owing to the escape of 
gas, which filled the corridors and made 
respiration difflcnlt. The fire brigade 
anaaforceof workinomen were imme- 
diately snmmoned. Smoiring was for- 
bidden, and the order was complied 
with without remonstrance. The leak 
was flnali^ fOKud and the panic sub- 
sided. 

At 8 o'clock M. Casimir-Perier arrived 
from Paris. He walked nervously about 
the paegages of the committee rooms. 
At 3:30 o'clock 863 votes had been cast. 
One ( /ther vote had been refused. Breath- 
less anxiety reigned while the votes 
were being counted. The speaker then 
declared the result of the first and only 
ballot. 

M. C'luilleniel Lae<iur said: ".M. Cas- 
imir-Perier having obt.uned an ali.so- 
Inte uioiority, 1 pnK'laim him piesuknt 
of the French republic. " 

The following is the complete result 
of the poll: M. Casiniir-Perier, iol ; M. 
Bri8.son, liU;M, I>upuy, IW; General 
Fevrier, 53; M. An«o, 87; soatteilng, 
88. Total 853. 

Tremendous cheering greeted the an- 
noQUoemeut of the result of the vot«. 
The socifdists, however, made vocifer- 
ous protests, bnt ^ese socialist clamors 
were drowiied by torrentv of coonter 
cheering. 

In officially notifying M. Casimir- 
Perier of his election to the presidency 
M. Challemel-Lacour delivered an elo- 
anent oration, and in reply M. Casimir- 
rerier said: 

"I can scarcely restrain the emotion I 
now feel. The national assembly be- 
stows npon me the greatest honor a citi- 
■en can ever receive by imposing upon 
me One heaviest moral responsibiuties a 
lian can bear. I shall give mv country 
all that is in me of energy and patriot- 
ism. I shall give the republic all the 
warmth of my convictions, which have 
never varied. I shall give the democ- 
racy all my devotion, all my heart, as 
did he whose loss we now deplore. 
Finally, I shaU endeaTor^ to do all my 
dmy.'"^ 



iM. C"h:illemel-Lacour then ordered the 
secretary tu reiwl the minntea of tlie 
meeting, and the session of the national 
ussenihlv was thou closed with cries of 
"Vive la i-epnblique. " 

The new president received tlie eon- 
gratulatinns of Premier Dupuy and the 
cabinet ministors and a large number of 
senators and deputies in the HKtm set 
apait for the use of the cabinet. After- 
ward he received the congratulations 
of the com;spondents of the various 
newspapers represented at Versailles 
upon this (XM^asion. Replying to the 
uewsjwper mt;n, M. Casimir-l'erier ^lid . 
"I have oMly one word to say. You 
mar discuss me— I belong to you; but, 
never forget B>ance and the republic." 

A little later, a four-horse landau, the 
panels iu.scribed: "Consilio n.in im- 
potuo," drove into the courtyard. M. 
CaHlmir-Perior, the president-elect, en- 
tered the Tshiele and started *m Paris, 
Moorted ^ a Midihfunt of drtUfoOhi 
with laaeea ittm vrhiMi bright odored 
Manooa were (lying, in ordir to naake 
his oflMal entry, in the cusUmuiy man- 
ner, aa4 looMwhat after the style ef the 
Idngi «f IVanoe, into the ospital of 
Fhmoe. 

The new president received an Im- 
mease ovadoa from the dense crowds of 
people who lined the route fromVer- 
saiues to Paris. 

As he drove eff he bowed pleasantly. 
He looks younger than his age. He has 
an erect oarna^ and precipitate dic- 
tion, and there is little out of the com- 
mon in his air. His countenance and 
bearing are rather military, though he 
is a civilian. The president's cortege 
followed the high road to the city and 
then passed alonj; the avenue Des 
Champs-Elysees. As the remuin.s of 
Camot are yot unhmied the usual in 
Btallation at the palace of the Elysee 
was foregone. C.asimir-Perier wiis 
driven direct to the Qnai d'Or.say, 
where he arrived at 7 ;','() o'elock. 

A battalion of tro<)ps was awairitif; his 
coming, and when the ean ia;:e in which 
he was riding came in si^ht a band l)e- 
gan to play the Marseillaise. Detaeli- 
ments of police and repulilican fruards 
lined the pRvements about the ministry 
of foreign affairs. A tricolor flag 
was unfurled from the central window 
of the building as the president ap- 
proached. He was greeted with sliouts 
of "LotiR live Casmdr-Peiier;" "Long 
live tlie republic." 

General Borius. chief of Caniot's mil- 
itary household, who was in full uni- 
form, recei\ed the president at tin- en- 
trance, wllil^ the other officers of Car- 
not's military household awaited him at 
the top of the steps. 

The ministers, shortly after the presi- 
dent's arrival^ formally tendered their 
resignations to him. Casiniir-Perier re- 
quested them to remain in ntHce. It is 
doubtful, however, whether Dupuy, the 
prime minister, will retain office. * It is 
expected, in the event of h s insisting 
ui»on his resignation being accepted, 
that the jjresident will summon Bur- 
deau to form a cabinet. This will en- 
able Dupuy to hold his old position of 
president of the chamber of deputies. 

M. Casimir-Perier called upon Mme. 
Coraot and beggod her to stay at the 
palace of the Elysee as long as it was 
convenient to her. In the meanwhile 
he will make the foreign ministry his 
official residence. 



SANTO, THE ASSASSIN, 



His Trial Will Txke Place Joly tS at 

Lyoim, 

Paris, June 28.— Th,e police have dis 
covered that Santo, the murderer of M. 
Carnot, was in Milan between 1890 and 
1898. and that he acted as an intermedi- 
ary for anarchist correspondence. All 
the publications and letters seised bore 
the address "Cesario Santo, POst Be- 
stante, Milan, Italy.' 

Santo occupies a cell on the ground 
floor of the St. Paul prison at Lyons, and 
that he is w.itehed day and iiip,'ht to pre- 
vent him from committint^t suicide. He 
is a dull, uneducat<'d fellow. He can 
not spe:d{ French with tlueiicy. The 
ass:i.ssin sleeps soundly all iiiKht and a 
portion of flu- day. He has a good aj)- 
petite and does not smoke. He apix'ars 
unconsciou.s of what fate has in store for 
him. It is reiK)rt<'d that he once said: 
"It is a pity that I was eondemned in 
Italy. If I had not been afraiii to un- 
dergo a sentence in the quarries in 
Sicily, the ptjpe and King HumlH-rt 
would have been blown into the air long 
ago. Beastly clergy ^ Bea.stly kin^l ' 
Santo's reference to his condemnation 
in Itsdy was in connection with his being 
sentenced to five years' intprieonmeut 
for distributing anaivlust literature 
among Italian soldiers. He escaped 
from prison after serving a smaU portion 
of his .sentence, and was afraid to return 
to Italy, for had the police got him he 
would have been, as an escainnl convict, 
sent to the quarries of Sicily. 

Santo's trial will take place on July 
28 at Lyons. 

Camot'* Funeral. 

Pakis, .Tune 2)^.— It ha-^ been arraiiKed 
that the fuiu ral proees-ion. wliich will 
convey the remains of the laf<' I'resident 
Camot to the pantheon, is to leave the 
Elysee piJace at 8 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. It ^vill proceed through the 
Cbaiups-Elysee to the Place de la Con- 
cord and through the Rue Rivoli, reach- 
ing the Notni Dame at about noon. 
After the funeral services at that ca- 
theflriU, the procession will go to the

The roads so 
far affected by the strike at this point 
are the Illinois Central, Santa Fe, Chi- 
cago Great Western, Chicago and 
Northern Pacific, Western Iiidiana. 
Wisconsin CenCral, Ciiic;igo and East- 
ern Illinois, Wabasii. (irand Trunk, 
Blononand tbu Baltimore and Uhio. 

On some of these roa<ls Pullman cars 
are still being carried, but the strike 
leaders confidently asserted that tomor- 
row will se«' the boycfitt wmipletely ef- 
fe< tive. The men who have been leav- 
ing slowly, and in small lots, are begin- 
ning to show the efteots of the Ameri- 
(\in Railway union's missionary work, 
and the Iwycott sentiment is much more 
general and apparent than at any previ- 
ous time since the strike. 
An attempt was made yesterday eveu- 

iir to send out the St. Paul train on the

, -. r attiu hed. The train started out, 

... when it was found that the sleeper 
II ad bi-eii coupled on, a trainman pulled 
the bellrope, and as the engineer re- 
versed the engine, 80 men msned to Ae 
coupling and m a few moments the train 

Sailed out, leaving the PuUman in the 
epot. Crowds of strikers and qrmpo- 
thiaers gathered in the railroad yturds in 
different portions of the city and the 
poUoe were kept busy quelling throat 
ened riots. 

Strikers drove Illinois Central em 
ployes from the yards at Fordhain de- 
spite the efforts of a detail of police, and 
an additional force was sent to that 
point. Later in the evening a large 
crowd gathered in the Western Indiana 
yards at Archer avenue, and became so 
threateningly demonstrative that the 
police force there was donbh>d. 

The three signalmen who c )ntrol flu 
switches at the Western Indiana tracks 
at Archer avenue joined the strikers at 
8:30 o'clock, blocking the syst^mi. Under 
a heavy piolice guard a new signalman 
was placed iu the tower and the block- 
ade was raised, the OQOWd w»*Wtiy no 
demonstrations. 

At H:30 o'clock the San Francnsco lim- 
ited over the Santa Fe witli four Pull- 
man cars parsed the crossing in safety, 
the crowd making no demonstration.

A peueral tie-up ou the Michigan 
Central road was narrowly averted. 
The union w;us notified that the Michi- 
gan Central was- engaged in switching 
coaches for the road whose men are out.

Wiis further attempt on the part of liis 
ro;id to a.s-sist tlie Illinois Ceutr;d every 
man in the employ of the Michigan 
Central would be called out.

Tits Portsmouth Blade, commenting on 
an item the Bcixamr recently copied 
from an exchange, has the followin;; : 

Here and there there is a Democrat 
with the intelligence to umlerstand tijat 
it was the plate upon which the tariff 
was put, ana not the pig tin, but the ed- 
itor of the Maysville BcturiM is not one 
of them. Pig tin hu always been admit- 
ted free of duty. 

Now read this, from the Pittsburg Post : 

McKinley put a duty of 4 cents a pound 
on block or pig tin to develop tin mining 
in the Black Hills. It duWt develop to 
the extent of a pound, hut in the mean- 
time the 4-ot'ut tax goes on. The year 
hisi bill passed we inijiorted only 35.0tX),- 
000 pounds, but last year the imports ran 
up to <>0,575,00<) pound.-, on which Amer- 
ican manufacturer-' are taxed 4 cents a 
pound. It means in a measure the tax 
on tin plate, but Cronemyer i«i Co., while 
insisting that this tax shall remain, or go 
higher, have nothing to eay about the 
tax on pig tin. This tariff tinkering !)y 
McKinlev is about as profound as his 
shutting' off S<iO,000,t)00 revenue from 
sugar and giving the sugar trust $23,000,- 
000, and the Louisiana planters. $11,0UU,- 
000. McKinley's operations in sugar 
amounted to a loss to the treasury of 
about $75,000,000 for the current year, 
which is nearly the precise amount of the 
deficiency between government receipts 
and expenditures.

The weather conditions of the past week 
were verv similar to those reported for 
the preceding one, except that tlie local 
thunder stonua were mors general and 
frequent. The temperature was ab- 
normally high aadi day of the week, the 
average maximum being about 92°. Par- 
tially cloudy weather prevailed during 
the greater part of the time, but the 
amount of soaahine received was amply 
aolBeiant for the needa of i41 crops. The 
amount of rainfall for the State as a whole 
was less than the normal, though some 
localities of limited area received a large 
excess. The rain came mainly in the 
form of local thnnder storms, which ap- 
pear to have been most frequent and 
heaviest in the northern counties. It is 
thought, however, that the greater por- 
tion of tbe State received niore or less 
precipitation during the week from these 
storms. 

The < onditions have favored the har^ 
vesting of wheat, which work is nearly 
completed in the southern and western 
counties, and is in progress in all other 
sections of the State except in the ex- 
treme east, where it is about ready to 
cut. As the harvest progresses, it be- 
comes more evi Irnt that tlie yield of 
grain is much t I'ltv: than Mas antici- 
pated. The reports regarding it received 
this week are of an almost uniformly 
favorable character. 

The average condition of corn has im- 
proved during the week, though in many 
places, especially in the case of that 
planted upon high ground, it has sufl'ered 
from the lack of sufficient rain. Corn in 
Uie lowlands is growing finely and the 
general condition of we crop, while 
slightlv behind the season, is very en- 
courag^g. 

Oats are ripening and are about ready 
to cut in some places. The yield will 
undoubtedly be short, but the grain is 
reported to oe of fine quality. 

Reports relative to tobacco are gener- 
ally discouraging. The early planted 
tiehls look well as a rule, but there has 
been |no good season for the late setting. 
-Vilvantage was taken of the showers of 
the week to complete the work of trans- 
idanting, Ijut the rains have not been 
Buthciently heavy or general to allow the 
plants to become well rooted in the soii. 
Much of the crop yet remains unplanted 
and there is a very general complaint 
that the plants recently set are dying on 
the hill. 

Indications j)oint to a fair crop of 
t)lackberrie8, but the outlook for Other 
small fruits is not encouraging. 

Apples are falling off the trees and it 
seems probable that but comparatively 
few of tnem will remdn to mature.
